The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



■ The references cited for rejections themselves or the combinations cannot be used to fully 
reject the allowable subject matter. 

a) References cited by examiner do not teach "code branches itself comprises two or more 
code branches". Hiranandani reference, examiner cited, teaches an IP A compilation 
system with two or more branches. Yet, the IPA compilation systems cannot handle a call 
graph with unknown, or non-annotated, edges. Therefore, the conventional IPA systems 
are limited because they cannot process an incomplete call graph, cannot be used to 
combine with Ayers reference for "code branches itself comprises two or more code 
branches". 

b) The combination of examiner cited references fail to teach "a control flow code which 
can be used to direct a program flow to the associated code branch".
